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Need for More 
Plumbers Disclosed 

Need for plumbers in Coleman was dis¬ 
cussed at council meeting July 12th, when it 
was noted that only 12 hook-ups have been 
made to the newly-installed sewerage system 
that was officially opened on July 1st. 


Reports indicated that plumbers 
in the area were as scarce as 
“hen’s teeth” and the town is an¬ 
ticipating a possible 300 hook-ups 
to the system, which is capable 
of handling 700 services. Council 
has signified that qualified trades¬ 
men would be welcomed to the 
area. 

The matter of sewerage rates 
was discussed and a domestic in¬ 
terim rate of $3.50 per month will 
be levied and an interim rate of 
$75 per month for hotels will be 
levied. The rates will be revised at 
the end of the year and in the 
meantime Secretary Dick Jensen 
will send out a questionaire to var¬ 
ious Alberta municipalities that 
are serviced with sewerage to find 
out their charges. 

Information regarding the an¬ 
nexation of Grafton Town east of 
Ooleman proper into the town lim¬ 
its was received from the Old Man 
River Regional Planning Commis¬ 
sion. Council tabled the matter for 
further discussion this fall. 

Matter of the clarifier pond at 
the town’s pollution control centre 
creating a hazard for children was 
brought up and council approved 
a fence being constructed around 
the deep pool as a guard against 
children falling into the pond or 
throwing rocks and other objects

Loss Heavy 
In Sunday Fire 
At Hillcrest 

Despite heavy loss in a fire 
that raged in Hilterest Sunday af¬ 
ternoon, July 10th, the good train¬ 
ing and work of the Hillcrest and 
Bellevue fire brigades prevented 
what could have possibly turned 
into a. major disaster. 

Fire of unknown origin started 
in Paul’s Trucking maintenance 
and storage garage in Hillcrest at 
about 2:30 p.m. Sunday and two 
five-ton Dodge tandem coal trucks 
valued at over $13,000, were lost 
in the fire. A third truck was driv¬ 
en out of the garage by Ed Lin 
derman of Hillcrest. 

Acetylene welding tanks, gas 
barrels, gas tanks on trucks and 
other equipment of an explosive 
nature in the garage, began ex¬ 
ploding from the heat and pieces 
of fire were blown around town, 
setting fire to 13 homes and build¬ 
ings in a radius of three blocks 
around the centre of the fire area. 

Another storage garage owned by 
Guido Petrone of Hillcrest, was 
also demolished in the fire and 
an unused school bus was burned. 
Two other buses that were in the 
garage were saved. 

A small private garage owned by 
Mrs. Mary Funfer, a widow, con¬ 
taining a year’s supply of fire¬ 
wood, she had prepared herself 
for winter, was burned to the 
ground and fire did some damage 
to her home. 

A second garage and storage 
building owned by Petrone across 
the street from the main fire was 
also damaged as well as the Credit 
Union building.

Good reception is a prob¬ 
lem because the area is mount¬ 
ainous, Mr. Botterill said. 

"With color coming, a strong 
signal is more necessary," he 
said. Color television broad¬ 
casting is scheduled to start in 
the CBC in the fall.

Report From 
Parliament Hill 

(Lawrence E. Kindt, M.P.) 

June 21, 1966. 

Canada’s support of General De 
Gaulle at the recent NATO meet¬ 
ing, in direct opposition to the po¬ 
sition taken by the United States 
and Great Britain, has caused 
much comment on Parliament Hill. 

History may show that General 
de Gaulle’s view of the future of 
Europe is a correct one, but this 
is a matter of opinion that only 
future events will be able to prove 
one way or another. 

Many people around Ottawa 
think that it was not at all in Can¬ 
ada’s best interest to publicly re¬ 
buke the U.S.A. under these cir¬ 
cumstances, as an unfriendly U.S. 
Government has numerous ways 
of making its displeasure felt in 
Canada; one has only to look back 
to 1962 to realize this. 

This is not to say that Canada 
should always agree with the U. S. 
but when we do decide to pull some 
feathers out of the Eagle’s tail it 
should be with respect to matters 
of perhaps greater importance to 
Canada’s national interest. 

The other countries in NATO did 
not decide to pick up the cudgels 
on behalf of General de Gaulle, 
and the other NATO members are 
European countries which are di¬ 
rectly affected by General de 
Gaulle’s position. 

What is more, for the second 
time the Prime Minister has ap¬ 
peared to exercise astonishingly 
bad taste in his method of chastis¬ 
ing the U.S.A., viz., in a public 
speech in the U.S.A. itself. Such 
behavior cannot help but antag¬ 
onize the U. S. Government, and a 
great many Americans as well. 

How would we like it if Presi¬ 
dent Johnson made a speech at 
Toronto University and publicly at¬ 
tacked Canada’s failure to support 
the U. S. in Viet Nam? As already 
mentioned, General de Gaulle may 
prove to be right, but if Canada 
wished to support him the Gov¬ 
ernment should have let its views 
be known by other means.

They bring no benefits to mankind, 
for loss, damage and frequently 
death for man and animal are the 
results of their work.

7 They impoverish the soil to suoh 

an extent that its ( *akpacity to 
produce timber neg¬ 

ligible. Briefly, they-piwent the 
production of enormous quan¬ 
tities of needed forest products. 

8 They have already made a des¬ 
ert of millions of acres of land. 

9 They open the way for the 
destructive work of insects, 
fungi, erosion, floods and also 
drought. 

10 They cause the loss of human 
lives. 

Since Confederation we in Can¬ 
ada have destroyed enough tim¬ 
ber through forest fires caused 
by careless people to create a 
highway of mature trees, stand¬ 
ing side by side a mile wide and 
reaching from Halifax to Van¬ 
couver.

Vehicle Testing Urlits 
Now Opened 

Two vehicle testing units were 
opened July 12 on the Bonnie Doon 
Shopping Centre parking lot, Ed¬ 
monton, by the Hon. Gordon E. 
Taylor, Alberta Minister of High¬ 
ways. The testing units make 
available to private motorists free 
of charge, manned equipment that 
tests headlights, brake and wheel 
alignment efficiency. In the event 
of a wheel alignment fault, a 
servicing lift will raise the vehicle 
for the cause of the defect to be 
located. 

Motorists volunteering their ve¬ 
hicles for inspection will be pro¬ 
vided with a report on the testing 
results for their information and a 
circular window sticker inspection 
certificate where the results are 
satisfactory. Police officers are at 
liberty to ask any vehicle to re¬ 
port. 

After a period of familiarization, 
the second of the two units will 
move to Calgary to open at the 
North Hill Shopping Centre. 

Commencing August 1st, both 
units will be available to move to 
other areas where local service 
clubs have undertaken to provide 
facilities. 

The complete unit, plus five staff 
directed by a safety officer, is 
easily transportable in a one-ton 
truck and trailer and the area re¬ 
quired for operation is any flat 
surface of 75 to 100 feet long of 
approximately two car widths. 
It is anticipated that each unit 
will handle 150 cars per day. 

Life Saver 

A good life jacket, correctly 
used and properly cared for will 
help save the life of a potential 
drowning victim. 

To be a good life jacket it must 
meet the specifications set by the 
Department of Transport, Ottawa. 
So any life jacket you buy should 
bear the ‘D O T. Approved’ stamp. 
But that’s only the beginning. 

When buying a life jacket, it 
should be tried on. It should fit 
right and be reasonably comfort¬ 


able. At the ffinst opportunity, it 
should be tested by wading out 
to chest-deep water and raising 
the knees. The life jacket should 
float you in a face-up position. 

Life jackets should not be used 
as boat bumpers, cushions or pil¬ 
lows. During the periods when 
they are not needed, they should 
be stored in a cool, well ventilated 
place or they will deteriorate more 
rapidly than normal. 

With good care a life jacket 
should last from six to 10 years, 
perhaps longer. In any case, it 
should be tested periodically to 
see that it still has its buoyancy 
properties. 

The most important point about 
a life jacket is that it can’t help 
save a life if its stuffed out of the 
way under the hull of a boat or if 
it’s been left on shore. 

You have to wear it.
